74  ships  involving  115  tripe  docked  at  Baltic  barf,  VftHaseu  Island  from  foreign 
porta  during  1972,  This  inf  enaction  i®  based  on  pari  time  leclaratiom  of  Health 
submitted  by  hip#  Masters  via  the  Customs  Officer©  from  Pouthend  Airport  who  board  all 
ships  arriving,  The  total  deadweight  tannage  of  this  shipping  movement  was  54*262  ton©. 

In  addition  a  small  number  of  the  larger  ships  (1,500-2,000  tons)  unloaded  at  the  port 
who  had  already  visited  another  British  Fort  and  submitted  there  their  mritixae  ^elaration 
of  Health.

On  2?th  July  the  Vest  German  ship  "BQDH  FCHMI JT”  (800  torts)  docked  from  Itajai, 
Brasil*  ifwg  est  African  stowaways  were  on  board,  the  ship  having  called  at  i&k&r 
en  route*  On  22nd  August  another  vest  oermen  ship  "BIB '&'.■*  AJUMR SAWS*  (dead  weight 
2,900  tons)  arrived  from  Antonina,  Brazil  with  two  Gambian  stowaways,  the  ship  having 
called  in  at  Vest  Africa  m  route* 


In  both  oases  the  Deputy  Medical  officer  of  Health  boarded  and  certified  that  the 
stowaways  were  fit,  the  matter  then  bein^  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Immigration  officer. 

A  member  of  the  crew  of  the  Test  German  ship  *FWTB*  was  admitted  to  hospital  cm 
the  16th  August  following  a  call  from  the  ships'  captain  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health
